London, Dec. 24.—Lord 
Kitchener,

a. dispatch, from Johannesburg, 


sends reports of sharp fighting in the 
Orange River and Transvaal colonies. 
The engagements occurred. Dec. IS, 
19 and 20, at points widely apart. The 
casualties, so far as known, aggregate 
about 150, equally divided, but heavy 
British losses, the totals of which 
have not yet been reported, have oc- 
curred in the Transvaal;. In this last 
named fighting 200 infantrymen in the 
neighborhood of Beginderyn were di- 
vided into parties and searching 
farms, when they -were attacked by 
300 Boers and 40 armed natives under 
Commandant Britz.

The Boers, dressed 
as British yeomea. engaged in a splen- 
did race with the Britisti Is the at- 
tempt to be first ia gaining the crest 
of the kopje. The Boers- gained the 
summit first and- oj>ened a heavy fire 
on the single troops of Damaatt's 
horse, which took'part ia' the race for 
the kopje. 
These- troopers took ad- 


vantage of ail little cover available 
immediately below, the Beers, and 
fought until all but four of them were 
killed or wounded. By that time rein- 
forcements of Daniantt's horse came- 
up and. charged and captured the kopje. 


General Kitchener, also reports a 


number of minor engagements, in. 
which the results were about equal. 
^The news from South Africa con- 


vinces tae- newspapers that it is hope- 
less to expect peace in. the immediate 
future. That this is also the govern- 
ment view of the situation is apparent 
from the fa/it that between now and 
January the,drafts of; troops proceed- 
ing to South. Africa from home and 
from colonies aggregate 15,000 men.

31, Ciissiilonga. a well IjDown 
civil »ng!iicer. sutJge&tcd that au under- 
ground moviiis: siflew.iUc siluilur totlsat 
tt tie Paris exposition of 1000. but 
much larger, be constructed. Accord- 
Ing to bis plan, there would be four 
platforms, t'acb tuovluc: nt a different 
rate of spe-etl from, the others, the fa&t- 
c.st'goiuji at tbe rate of thirteen miles 
an bour. 


M. Cassalongn conviuced his bearers 


that such u scheme would be cheaper 
than an electric underground railway 
and tbat it would multiply greatly tb« 
uccommodntlpn of tlie public. He snld 
to the Paris correspondent of tbe Ciji- 
cngo Dally News: 


"Part of the platform might be given 


up to tbe use of heavy teams, the city 
thus gaiuins both from an spsthetic 
and a pecnuiary point of view, since 
the paviup department would save 
hundreds of thousands of francs annu- 
ally by the reduction of wear on the 
sireet surfaces. 1 am sure also tbat the 
public would prefer the rolling side- 
walk to stuffy ears, not to mention' the 
elimination of danger from collision." 


Plans and estimates of the curious 


undertaking were submitted recently 
to tbe traction committee of tbe mu- 
nicipal council, members of which re- 
ported that they Tvere vastly attracted 
by the idea, provided electric power for 
it would, not prove too costly.
